SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows:

Article - Tax — Property

7-308.

PROPERTY IS NOT SUBJECT TO STATE PROPERTY TAX IF THE PROPERTY
IS:

(1) ACTIVELY USED FOR FARM OR AGRICULTURAL PURPOSES;
AND

(2) SUBJECT TO AN EASEMENT OR OTHER INTEREST THAT IS
PERMANENTLY CONVEYED OR ASSIGNED ENTIRELY OR PARTLY TO:

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect

June 1, 2010, and shall be applicable to all taxable years beginning after June 30,
